An Army intelligence analyst has 
been charged in connection with 
the leak of a controversial video 
of a U.S. helicopter strike and the 
transfer of more than 50 classified 
State Department cables, the mili- 
tary said Tuesday. 

Pfc. Bradley Manning, 22, was 
detained in Kuwait in May after 
Wikileaks, a whis- 
tleblower website, 
released the video, 
which it titled 
“Collateral Mur- 
der” The footage, 
taken by camer- 
as on U.S. Apache 
helicopters, shows 
several civilians, including two Reu- 
ters news agency employees, being 
killed in a U.S. strike in July 2007. 

Manning faces two charges 
under the Uniform Code of Mili- 
tary Justice.

GOP Leams to Cope With Steele 


With elections near, 
party works around 
its gaffe-prone leader 


Washington 

Michael Steele is staying put as 
Republican Party chairman. 

Despite his widely condemned 
comments on Afghanistan, even his 
GOP critics want to avoid a drawn- 
out fight over the party’s most 
prominent black just four months 
before midterm elections. 

Instead, GOP elders are work- 
ing around Steele, illustrating their 
lack of confidence in his leadership 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee and the challenge he would 
face should he seek a second term 
in January. 

The outspoken Steele has faced 
calls for his resignation from con- 
servatives and some in the GOP 
after he said that the nine-year-old 
conflict in Afghanistan was a mis- 
taken “war of Obama’s choosing.” 
So far, Steele has ignored demands 
for him to step down. 

And interviews with more than 
a dozen party operatives indicate 



there’s little desire to wage a com- 
plicated, perhaps uncertain, effort 
to oust him with just six months 
left in his two-year term. 

“Everyone is basically work- 
ing around him,” said former GOP 
Rep. Vin Weber of Minnesota, who 
added that Steele has marginalized 
himself further with every gaffe. 

“Republicans have sort of put 
together a mode of operation for 
this election cycle that does not 
put the RNC chairman in a cen- 
tral role,” Weber said. 

Most Republicans interviewed 
spoke on the condition of anonym- 
ity to avoid openly criticizing a 
chairman who, despite his trou- 
bles, controls crucial resources 
needed for the fall, like the par- 
ty’s voter lists. 

These Republicans say that 
even critics are resigned to the 
fact that Steele will remain chair- 
man through the fall. They say fir- 
ing Steele now is difficult because 
at least two -thirds of committee 
members would have to vote to 
remove him, and he maintains a 
level of support, albeit diminish- 
ing, because of money he’s distrib- 
uted to state parties, liz sidoti (ap)

U.S., Israel Reaffirm Ties 


Obama, Netanyahu 
deny rift and commit 
to pursuing peace 

Washington 

President Obama and Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netan- 
yahu sought to soothe rocky rela- 
tions on Tuesday, declaring that 
any talk of a rift is unfounded. 
Obama said the U.S.-Israeli bond 
is “unbreakable.” 

“The United States is committed 
to Israel’s security,” Obama said as 
the two leaders addressed reporters 
in the Oval Office. “We are com- 
mitted to that special bond. And we 
are going to do what’s required to 
back that up, not just with words,

but with actions.” 

Netanyahu said of solving years 
of strife with Palestinians: “We’re 
committed to that peace. I’m com- 
mitted to that peace.” And he said 


that reports of the demise of the 
U.S.-Israel relationship are “flat 
wrong.” 

Trying to add a sense of urgen- 
cy, Netanyahu said he and Obama 
discussed specific steps that could 
be taken in the coming weeks to 
move the peace process forward, 
without elaborating. 

Obama hailed Israel’s recent 
decision to greatly ease its three- 
year blockade of the Gaza Strip as 
“real progress.” 

It was the leaders’ fifth meet- 
ing and a makeup for a scheduled 
June 1 session at the White House 
that Netanyahu canceled to deal 
with fallout from Israel’s deadly 
May 31 military raid on a flotilla 
trying to break the Gaza embargo.

Israel Charges Gaza War Troops 


Soldier is indicted 
for manslaughter in 
Palestinians’ deaths 

Jerusalem 

The Israeli military indicted a sol- 
dier Tuesday on a charge of man- 
slaughter during last year’s war in 
the Gaza Strip — the most serious 
criminal charge to come out of an 
internal investigation into the dev- 
astating offensive in the Hamas- 
ruled territory. 

The soldier was among three 
troops, including a field command- 
er, to face new disciplinary action 
stemming from their conduct dur- 
ing the offensive, which has drawn 
international condemnation for its 


civilian death toll. An Israeli human 
rights group praised the announce- 
ment, but said the disciplinary mea- 
sures announced by the army so 
far were insufficient. 

The steps against the soldiers 
were linked to four specific inci- 
dents during the offensive launched 
in the winter of 2008 that Israel 
launched to halt years of rocket 
fire from Gaza. 

A report commissioned by the 
U.N. Human Rights Council accused 
Israel of deliberately targeting civil-

» In addition to the manslaughter 
charge, the military said a battalion 
commander was disciplined for 
allowing troops to use a Palestinian 
civilian as a human shield. 

» In a third incident, the military 
said it disciplined an officer who 
ordered an airstrike near a mosque, 
an attack that the U.N. said killed at 
least 15 civilians and wounded 40. 

» In the fourth incident, the military 
prosecutor ordered a new investiga- 
tion into the deaths of two dozen 
members of a family who were 
ordered by troops into a building that 
was shelled later in the fighting.

In a statement Tuesday, the mil- 
itary said its chief prosecutor would 
indict an infantry sergeant for man- 
slaughter in connection with an 
incident in which two Palestinian 
women — a mother and a daugh- 
ter — were killed while reported- 
ly holding white flags. 

The military said there were dis- 
crepancies in the troops’ accounts 
of the incident and the details 
reported by human rights groups. 
The troops reported shooting one 
man at the site, not two women, 
and on a different date. 

Also, it was unclear who the sol- 
dier was charged with killing. 

The military said this was the 
first manslaughter indictment from

Thai Cabinet Extends 
State of Emergency Rule 


Bangkok 

The Thai government on Tuesday 
unexpectedly extended for three 
months a state of emergency in 
the capital and 18 provinces in the 
wake of bloody, anti-government 
demonstrations that pushed the 
country close to chaos. The special 
law was lifted in five provinces. 

The Cabinet agreed that there 
remained “situations that require 
close monitoring and surveillance” 
in Bangkok and the 18 provinces 
— mostly in the northeast, home 
to many of the so-called Red Shirt 
demonstrators who occupied the 
commercial heart of the capital for 
weeks, Minister to the Prime Min- 
ister’s Office Ongart Klampaiboon 
told reporters. 

Though sporadic violence has 
continued in the country since the 


end of the demonstrations, expecta- 
tions rose that the decrees would be 
lifted in large swaths of the country 
after Prime Minister Abhisit Vejja- 
jiva said Sunday that such a move 
was likely. On Tuesday, he said the 
“Cabinet has examined province by 
province and identified five prov- 
inces where the state of emergen- 
cy would be lifted. These provinc- 
es are not problematic.” 

A state of emergency was ini- 
tially declared in Bangkok and in 
some nearby provinces on April 7 
and later extended to cover almost 
one-third of the country’s prov- 
inces. Nearly 90 people — most 
of them protesters — were killed, 
and more than 1,400 were injured 
during nine weeks of massive dem- 
onstrations, which ended when 
the army moved in on May 19.

Burqa Ban Is Debated 



Muslim women tell 
parliament proposed 
bill violates freedom 

Paris 

France’s justice minister went 
before parliament Tuesday to 
defend a hotly debated bill that 
would ban burqa-style Islamic veils 
in public, arguing that hiding your 
face from your neighbors is a vio- 
lation of French values. 

Michele Alliot-Marie’s speech 
at the National Assembly marked 
the start of parliamentary debate 
on the bill. It is widely expected to 
become law, despite the concerns 
of many French Muslims, who fear 
it will stigmatize them. Many law 
scholars also argue it would vio- 
late the constitution. 

The government has used vari- 
ous strategies to sell the proposal, 
casting it at times as a way to pro- 
mote equality between the sexes, 
to protect oppressed women or to 
ensure security in public places. 

Alliot-Marie argued that it has 
nothing to do with religion or secu- 
rity — she argued simply that life 
in the French Republic “is carried 
out with a bare face.” 

“It is a question of digni- 
ty, equality and transparency,”

Money Laundering a Way of Life in Zimbabwe 



Dirty U.S. dollars 
are cleaned to extend 
their circulation life 

Harare, Zimbabwe 

The washing machine cycle takes 
about 45 minutes — and George 
Washington comes out much clean- 
er in the Zimbabwe-style launder- 
ing of dirty money. 

Low-denomination U.S. bank 
notes change hands until they fall 
apart here in Africa, and the bills 
are routinely carried in under- 
wear and shoes through crime- 
ridden slums. 

Some have become almost too 
smelly to handle, so Zimbabweans 
have taken to putting their $1 bills 
through the spin cycle and hang- 
ing them up to dry with clothes- 
pins alongside sheets and items 
of clothing. 


It’s the best solution — apart 
from rubber gloves or disinfectant 
wipes — in a continent where the 
U.S. dollar has long been the cur- 
rency of choice and where the life 
span of a dollar far exceeds what 
the U.S. Federal Reserve intends. 

Zimbabwe’s coalition govern- 
ment officially declared the U.S. dol- 
lar legal tender last year to eradicate

world record inflation of billions of 
percent in the local Zimbabwe dol- 
lar as the economy collapsed. 


Among Africa’s poor, the $1, $2, 
$5 and $10 bills are the most sought 
after. Dirty $1 bills can remain in 
circulation at rural markets, bus 
parks and beer halls almost indef- 
initely, or at least until they final- 
ly disintegrate. Larger denomina- 
tions coming in through banks and 
formal import and export trade are 
less soiled. 

Still, banks and most business- 
es in Zimbabwe do not accept torn, 
taped, scorched, defaced, excep- 
tionally dirty or otherwise dam- 
aged U.S. notes. 

Zimbabweans say the U.S. notes 
do best with gentle hand-wash- 
ing in warm water. But at a laun- 
dry and dry cleaner in eastern 
Harare, a machine cycle does lit- 
tle harm to the cotton-weave type 
of paper. Locals say chemical “dry 
cleaning” is not recommended — it 
fades the color of the famed green- 
back.

U.S. files suit to stop the state’s controversial immigration law from taking effect

The federal government took a momen- 
tous step into the immigration debate 
Tuesday when it filed a lawsuit seeking 
to throw out Arizona’s crackdown on 


illegal immigrants, calling it a law that 
blatantly violates the Constitution. 
The lawsuit filed in federal court 


in Phoenix sets the stage for a high- 
stakes legal clash over states rights 
at a time when politicians across the 
country have indicated they want to 
follow Arizona’s lead on the toughest- 
in-the-nation immigration law. 

The legal action represents a thor- 
ough denunciation by the govern- 
ment of Arizona’s action, declaring 
that the law will “cause the detention 


and harassment of authorized visi-

tors, immigrants and citizens who do 
not have or carry identification doc- 
uments” while altogether ignoring 
“humanitarian concerns” and harm- 
ing diplomatic relations. 

Supporters of the law say the suit 
was an unnecessary action by the fed- 
eral government after years of neglect- 
ing problems at the border. Republi- 
can Gov. Jan Brewer called the lawsuit 
“a terribly bad decision.” 

Arizona passed the law after years 
of frustration over problems associat- 
ed with illegal immigration, includ- 
ing drug trafficking, kidnappings 
and murders. The state is the biggest 


gateway into the U.S. for illegal immi- 
grants and is home to an estimated 
460,000 illegal immigrants. 

The law requires officers, while 
enforcing other laws, to question a 
person’s immigration status if there’s 
a reasonable suspicion that he or she 
is in the country illegally. The law also 
makes it a state crime for legal immi- 
grants to not carry their immigration 
documents, and bans day laborers and 
people who seek their services from 
blocking traffic on streets. 

Other states have said they want 
to take similar action — a scenario 
the government cited as a reason for 
bringing the lawsuit. 

The heart of the legal arguments 


focus on the Supremacy Clause of the 
Constitution, a theory that says federal 
laws override state laws. The lawsuit 
says there are comprehensive feder- 
al laws on the books that cover illegal 
immigration — and that those stat- 
utes take precedent. 

The government is seeking an 
injunction to delay the July 29 imple- 
mentation of the law until the case is 
resolved. It ultimately wants the law 
struck down. 

The Obama administration’s reli- 
ance on the preemption argument in 
the Arizona case marks the latest chap- 
ter in its use of this legal tool. 

Within months of taking office, 
President Obama directed department 


heads to undertake preemption of 
state law only with full consideration 
of the legitimate prerogatives of the 
states. The 2009 directive was aimed 
at reversing Bush administration pol- 
icy, which had aggressively employed 
preemption in an effort to undermine 
a wide range of state health, safety 
and environmental laws. 

“The case strikes me as incredi- 
bly important because of its implica- 
tions for the immigration debate,” said 
University of Michigan constitutional 
law professor Julian Davis Mortenson. 
“The courts are going to take a close 
look at whether the Arizona law con- 
flicts with congressional objectives at 
the federal level.” (ap)

Wal-Mart is negotiating to open 
a store on New York Avenue NE 
near the intersection of Bladens- 
burg Road, on a parcel owned by 
a family in the taxicab business, 
according to sources familiar with 
the negotiations. 


The chain, which has expressed 
interest in opening a store in the city 
for years as part of its expansion 


into major urban markets, has not 
yet signed a lease but is expected to 
by this fall, the sources said. 


Brothers Andrew, Dave and 
Jerry Schaeffer own both a large 
local taxi company and more than 
11 acres in the triangle bound by 
New York and Montana avenues 
and Bladensburg Road NE, prop- 
erty that includes a strip club and 
used auto parts shops. 

Unlike other D.C. sites Wal- 
Mart has considered in recent 
years, such as property near Pop- 
lar Point in Anacostia, building a 
store on New York Avenue would 
likely require no zoning changes 
or city subsidies, possibly allow- 
ing the company to sidestep many 
of the political concerns it attracts 
because of its uneasy relations with 
organized labor.

Power companies say 
area energy use spikes 
as AC is cranked up 

Washington 

Temperatures in the region crossed 
into triple digits by noon Tuesday, 
leaving residents to combat near- 
record heat that forecasters say is 
likely to endure for days. 

Meteorologists with the Nation- 
al Weather Service said the fore- 
cast at Reagan National Airport 
reached 101 degrees by 11:57 a.m. 
And then there’s Wednesday. Tem- 
peratures will bounce back up to 
near 100 degrees. 

Showers and thunderstorms 
are forecasted for Thursday but 
“they’re not going to do anything 
as far as giving us relief that day” 
said Andy Woodcock, a National 
Weather Service meteorologist. 

Power companies say area use 
has increased dramatically as more 


customers crank up the air-condi- 
tioning and stay indoors. Energy 
use has increased by 55 percent in 
Northern Virginia compared with a 
normal June, according to Domin- 
ion Virginia Power. “We’re just 
asking people to conserve: leave 
the drapes closed, or not use high- 
heat appliances,” said Bob Hainey, 
a spokesman for Pepco. 


The District has opened four 
cooling centers for residents look- 
ing for relief from the temperatures. 
The centers are located at One Judi- 
ciary Square at 441 Fourth St. NW; 
the Frank D. Reeves Center at 2000 
14th St. NW; the King Office Build- 
ing at 3720 Martin Luther King Jr.

Armstrong Hits a Setback Early in Tour

Lance Armstrong’s hopes for victo- 
ry in his final Tour de France hit a 
setback Tuesday when a burst tire 
cost him time during a jarring stage 
over cobblestones that was won by 
Norway’s Thor Hushovd. 

“Our chances took a knock 
today,” Armstrong said. “I’m not 
going home; we’ll stay in the race 
and keep trying.” 

Fabian Cancellara of Switzer- 
land finished the third stage in a 
five-man group behind Hushovd, 
but he regained the yellow jersey 
he ceded a day earlier to Sylvain 
Chavanel of France. Hushovd was 
ahead of Geraint Thomas of Britain 
and world champion Cadel Evans of 
Australia in a sprint finish among 
the leading group of riders. 

The 132-mile ride from Belgium 
to France was the most dreaded 
stage of week one — with seven sec- 
tions of bone-jarring cobblestones 
that threatened injury, bike damage 
or lost time for contenders. 

“Bad luck,” Armstrong said, refer-

ring to his mishap in the fifth patch. 
Some had worse luck: Frank Schleck 
of Luxembourg, who won the Tour of 
Switzerland last month, crashed on

Armstrong noted there’s still a 
lot of racing left in the three-week 
race, which now heads toward the 
Alps and later the Pyrenees before 


the Paris finish on July 25. “Some- 
times you’re the hammer; some- 
times you’re the nail,” he said. 
“Today I was the nail. I have 20 
days now to be the hammer.” (ap)

Future’s Not Now 


I’ll admit it: When I first saw com- 
mercials for the new iPhone, I geeked 
out just like everyone else. Thanks 
to the simple addition of a camera on 
the front of the phone, one of the tech 
fantasies of a generation was about 
to come true. All hail the videophone! 
Jet packs for everyone surely must be 
just around the corner, 
right? 

Wrong. A week’s 
worth of discontent 
among those gung-ho 
enough to snag a new 
iPhone offers more 
than enough evidence 
of the difficulties of 
turning tech dreams into reality. 

First came reports of the “death 
grip," a loss of signal strength re- 
sulting in dropped calls when the 
gadget’s held a certain way. Apple’s 
blamed that on a software glitch 
that overcalculates the network con- 
nection to begin with. Now there are 
reports that the touch screen might 
stay active while you’re on calls, di- 
aling numbers or hanging up while 
you’re trying to chat. 

Apple should be able to fix these 
bugs, though early adopters will con- 
tinue to face some hassles. But for 
those of us just hoping we’d moved a 
little closer toward the future, they’re 
a reminder of how far we really have 
to go.

Album Review 

Only in Outkast would Big Boi 
be considered a conservative rap- 
per. Next to the outrageous out- 
fits and aggressive eclecticism of 
partner Andre 3000, the musi- 
cian born Antwan Patton is par- 
ticularly beholden to hip-hop con- 
ventions.

But that’s only relative: In ret- 
rospect, his contributions to Out- 
kast’s songs are just as out-there 
as Dre’s, and seven years later, 
Big Boi’s half of “Speakerboxxx/ 
The Love Below” still sounds like 
a forward-thinking hip-hop album, 
while Dre’s much ballyhooed half 
sounds like a mess. 

On his new solo album, “Sir 
Lucius Leftfoot ... Son of Chico 
Dusty” (Def Jam), Big Boi sounds 
almost visionary, with an outsize 


personality and an explosive, intri- 
cate flow that’s the hip-hop equiva- 
lent of an arm-bending guitar solo. 
For some reason, whether his own 
perfectionism or his label’s hesi- 
tance, Big Boi has been trying to 
get this album out to listeners for 
nearly five years now, a long ges- 
tation period that’s evident only 
in a verse about the 2008 elec- 
tion and a regrettable skit about 
David Blaine. 

Musically, however, “Sir Lucius 
Leftfoot” never sounds dated, 
which is remarkable in a genre 
that changes so quickly. Open- 
er “Feel Me” lays a blaxploitation 
groove over a whistled Sergio Leone 
theme; “Damn,” Big Boi says in 
admiration, “and that wasn’t noth- 
ing but the intro.” What follows 
mixes old-school R&B, Southern 
funk, Miami bass and even psych- 
rock guitars. The range and espe- 
cially the dynamics are impres- 
sive: “General Patton” samples 
“Vieni, o guerriero vindice” from 
Verdi’s “Aida” for maximum pomp 
and fanfare, while “Turn Me On”

There are, of course, the expect- 
ed roster of guests — some popu- 
lar (T.I., Gucci Mane), others not 
(Khujo Good) — but a few sound 
less like typical cameos than full- 
on collaborators. Atlanta electron- 
ica artist Neil Garrard belts a cho- 
rus on “Follow Us” that negates 
the entire Maroon5 catalog, and 
Janelle Monae turns the thump- 
ing “Be Still” into a tender ballad 
from the year 2228. 

The album creates and main- 
tains an atmosphere of constant 
surprise and invention. Presid- 
ing over it all with his usual cha- 
risma, Big Boi engages with the 
music in unexpected ways, rhym- 
ing against the beats. 

Andre 3000 may be trying to 
fuse hip-hop with other musical 
forms, but Big Boi is expanding hip- 
hop from the inside. On “Sir Lucius 
Leftfoot,” he casually ignores 
its limitations and sees endless 
possibilities in the application of 
rhymes to beats.

If former Live frontman Ed Kow- 
alczyk wanted to distance him- 
self from his previous band after 
its acrimonious breakup, then he 
would have done better not to give 
his solo debut a title that shares 
80 percent of its letters with his 
past project: “Alive” (Soul Whis- 
per Records).

But let’s face it: While Live’s 
angsty alterna-grunge was innocu- 
ous enough, Kowalczyk’s emotion- 
al and dynamic voice was the only 
thing distinctive about the group, 
and he still has that going for him 
on “Alive.” But where Live’s biggest 
singles had a tormented vibe, Kow- 
alczyk mostly goes for a happier 
vibe on his solo recording. 

Happier, for Kowalczyk, means 
reveling in his picture-perfect fam- 
ily life, with lyrics that prod the lis-

tener dangerously close to barfdom. 
The schmaltziness lies in his over- 
wrought delivery. “In Your Light” 
begins with slavish adoration —

two kids/can’t dream of being good 
enough to deserve even half of this/ 
so let me thank you one more time 
and seal it with a kiss.” 

It’s a sweet sentiment, for sure, 
and it just might work as a frag- 
ile, acoustic guitar-accompanied 
ballad. But as a booming anthem, 
it drowns out the reverence in his 
lyrics, making the religious under- 
tones feel like a ploy to get fists

‘Leave It to Beaver’ 
is a nostalgic look 
at a distinctive era 

DVD Review 

On this matter, there’s bound to 
be little middle ground. The pros- 
pect either appeals or appalls: all 
six seasons, all 234 episodes, of the 
primordial sitcom “Leave It to Bea- 
ver,” now available in a boxed set 
of 37 DVDs, selling for just short 
of 200 bucks. 

“Leave It to Beaver,” which ran 
from 1957 until 1963, was one of 
the strangest, sweetest, most dis- 
tinctive domestic sitcoms of televi- 
sion’s celebrated Golden Age. The 
age wasn’t golden because of its 
sitcoms. It was golden for the live 
and later taped dramas that aired 
with amazing frequency in network 
prime time. But while the drama 
anthologies were the gourmet del- 
icacies of the cuisine, the episod- 
ic genre shows were the meat and 
potatoes. 

“Beaver,” basically the story of 
two brothers (J err y Mathers, above, 
as Beaver, and Tony Dow as Wally) 
growing up in an eerily underpop- 
ulated Everytown called Mayfield, 
had a rhythm, a sensibility, an aura 
of its own. Only someone aspir- 
ing to be mentioned in Guinness 
World Records is likely to attempt 
to watch all 234 episodes at a sin-

gle sitting, but if you sample, say, 
a dozen from the box (from Shout! 
Factory) you may emerge with a 
reordered view of reality. 

Can that really be true of a 
dinky little TV show? Especially 
one that’s been the target of par- 
ody and ridicule for more than 50 
years — much of it directed at Bar- 
bara Billingsley, who as Mom did 
the dishes in permanent pearls, 
and Hugh Beaumont’s Dad, above, 
whose mystery job required very 


little work? 

There is perhaps one myste- 
rious, impossible-to-synthesize 
ingredient that gave the show its 
special edge — and it may be as 
simple and perhaps corny-sound- 
ing as love. The small cast did seem 
to bond in a faux-familial way, and 
it comes through. 

Revisiting “Leave It to Beaver” 
and seeing it in the pristine visu- 
al clarity of digital restoration are 
mood-altering if not quite mind- 
altering experiences, very much 
for the better. Every now and then 
there’s a moment that lets you know 
this was more than just actors and 
writers and crews trying to make 
a buck. They were doing that, yes 
— but something genuinely joyful 
was going on as well, tom shales

Old-Fashioned Respite 



A 19th-century inn 
in North Carolina is 
a relaxing getaway 

Destinations 

The Mast Farm Inn in historic Valle 
Crucis, N.C., is the kind of place where 
you don’t have to lock your doors. Not 
that I had a choice. To protect the his- 
torical integrity of my cottage — the 
Loom House — the door could not 
have a lock installed in it. 

“Don’t worry. Everything is 
safe here,” innkeeper Sandra Des- 
champs Siano assured me. 

I believed her. Nestled in the 
beautiful Watauga River Valley 
off the Blue Ridge Parkway, this 
rural community seems largely 
unchanged. Less than a mile down 
the road, you can buy Coca-Cola in 
a glass bottle at the 128-year-old 
Mast General Store. 

The inn’s history goes back even 
farther than the store’s. The first 
house, a two-room log cabin, was 
built by Joseph Mast around 1810. 
Construction of the farmhouse began 
in the 1880s. He passed the house 
down to his son Finlay and daugh- 
ter-in-law Josephine, who began 
renting rooms around the turn of 
the century. 

Finlay and Josephine stopped 


operating the inn in the 1930s, 
and the property remained most- 
ly empty until 1984. 

Five years ago, Deschamps 
Siano and her sister, Danielle Des- 
champs, became the innkeepers. 
Their parents and Deschamps 
Siano’s husband help run the inn, 
which has seven rooms in the main 
house and seven cottages. 

The entire inn is on the Nation- 
al Register of Historic Places, and 
the Loom House is one of the old- 


est cottages in the county. 

The cottage smelled of old wood, 
but it had modern amenities such 
as central air-conditioning and free 
wireless Internet access. 

“We mostly try to inspire a 
relaxing environment where you 
disconnect from the everyday chaos 
and reconnect with yourself,” Des- 
champs Siano said. 

The accommodations aren’t the 
only draw to the Mast Farm. The 
on-site restaurant is a finalist for 


a state award for promoting farm- 
to-table dining. 

On the menu that night was a 
hearty tomato soup, a fresh mixed- 
greens salad and a perfectly cooked 
steak tucked into a so-so pastry 
dough. The only decision we had to 
make during the meal was which of 
the four desserts to choose. 

Breakfast the next day was 
equally good. Good thing there 
were so many hiking trails nearby.

Museums 

To know Charlie Stewart was to 
know his maple collection. 

Old sap buckets and yokes, 
sugar molds, spouts, tin syrup con- 
tainers — he had it all. Along with 
old postcards and bottle memora- 
bilia, the longtime syrup farmer 
gathered hundreds of maple-related 
items throughout his lifetime. 

Stewart, who died in 2006 at age 
77, frequented auctions and antique 
shops, and put ads in papers in pur- 
suit of anything maple. He paid

whatever it took for an item “so 
that it didn’t end up on a wall in 
a house in California,” said fellow 
maple farmer David Fuller. 

Stewart, who left his collec- 
tion to the New Hampshire Maple 
Producers Association, hoped his 
collection would be featured in a 
museum one day. Now, it is. 

A sampling of the many items 
— they have yet to be cataloged or 
appraised — are on display at the 
new maple museum in Bethlehem, 
N.H. The museum tells the story 
of the enterprise, innovations that 


have improved the process through 
the years, how to recognize differ- 
ent maple trees, and facts about sap 
gathering and tree age. 

To Stewart, “each one of these 
artifacts had a story,” said David 
Scanlan, a maple producer for 23 
years, now New Hampshire’s dep- 
uty secretary of state. 

New Hampshire’s museum, 
which debuted during maple sea- 
son and reopened for the summer 
and fall, comes as the state has been 
working to boost its image as a 
syrup producer, kathy mccormack (ap)

Summer Soup, on a Chill Ride 


Cold gazpacho or a 
frosty potato bisque 
helps beat the heat 


Hot- Weather Cooking 

Sweet or savory, studded with 
watermelon chunks or blended into 
a velvety puree, cold soup is a slur- 
pable antidote to D.C.’s swampiest 
summer days. 

Chilly potages show up on 
menus around the world, from gaz- 
pacho (Spain’s tomato-driven dar- 
ling) to naeng-myun (an icy Kore- 
an noodle combo). But whipping 
them up at home doesn’t require 
hiring an old-world nonna; all you 
need is a blender and a fridge. It 
helps that summer produce is at 
its peak right now. 

“Cold soup tastes like summer,” 
says Liisa Ecola, 41, a researcher 
for a local think tank. She makes 
chlodnik — Polish beet-and-cu- 
cumber soup — from a cookbook 
her grandmother gave her. 

Like chlodnik, most cold soups 
require chopping and chilling for 
max flavor. The upside: Gazpacho 
and many other recipes require zero 
cooking, a plus on code red air qual- 
ity days. Prep and refrigerate your 
dish in the morning, and by 6 p.m., 
you’ll have a concoction that pairs 
well with salad or bread. 

Some cold soups do require a lit- 
tle stove-top time, such as vichys- 
soise (most recipes call for sauteing 
leeks for the potato-based potion). 
Stacey Viera, 30, an Arlington pho- 
tographer who runs Best Light Com- 
munications, was so taken with the 
vichy at Againn (1099 New York Ave. 
NW; 202-639-9830) that she creat- 
ed her own at home, adapting Julia 
Child’s recipe by replacing some 
broth with water and reducing the 
salt. A run through a blender or 
food processor resulted in a “sur- 
prisingly filling” dish that can go 
either chilled or heated. 

When choosing veggies or 
fruits to star in one of these frosty 
bisques, think juicy. For his heir-

loom tomato-melon soup at DC 
Coast (1401 K St. NW; 216-5988) 
chef Brendan Cox goes for “toma- 
toes that are almost overripe, 
not ones you can slice 
and plate.” 

Even if you 
boost your cold 
asparagus soup 
with a dash of 
half-and-half, 
chilled soups also 
tend to be health- 
ful. “These soups 
usually don’t need 
cooking, so you preserve the 
delicate enzymes in the produce 
and get their full flavor,” says Jeff 
Cox (no relation to Brendan Cox), 
author of “The Big Summer Cook- 
book” ($25, Wiley), which includes 
recipes for chilled corn and avoca- 
do-tomato soups. 

Cold soup can even serve as 
a light dessert. Brendan Cox has 
offered blueberry soup. Greg Nelson,

founder of marketing and communi- 
cations firm Social Epicurean, turns 
out a batch of his Scandinavian great- 
grandmother’s sotsuppe every 
year on July Fourth. The 
concoction, a blend 
of prunes, apricots 
and tapioca, “can 
be a shocker ” to 
palates accus- 
tomed to savory 
soups, warns Nel- 
son, 39. “Some peo- 
ple think it’s just a 
smoothie.” 

Just remember that 
though creating a chilled soup can 
be as easy as tossing some toma- 
toes, garlic and peppers in a blend- 
er, it’s not about instant gratifica- 
tion. You’ll need at least four hours 
of chill time, Jeff Cox says. That 
should leave you more than enough 
time for a nap or swim before 
you dive into your cold cuisine.

| Vichyssoise 


This recipe is adapted from Julia Child’s vichyssoise: 

Ingredients 

» 3 cups sliced leeks, white portion only 
» 3 cups diced potatoes, baking (I like Yukon Gold) 

» 7 cups water (or combination of water and some stock) 

Makes About 8 cups 

Boil leeks, potatoes and water. Add 2 teaspoons of salt (I used Kosher salt, but 
you can experiment with Himalayan or other flavored salt. Cover partially and 
simmer on medium-low for about 25 minutes until vegetables have softened. 
Remove from heat. 

Handling the hot soup carefully, puree the mixture a in blender in small, 

1- to 2-cup batches. Pour pureed soup into large glass bowl; an 8- to 10-cup 
measuring bowl with a spout works well. Add 1/2 a teaspoon of salt at a time 
and about 1/2 a cup of half-and-half (or heavy cream, if desired) to taste. Do 
not over-season, as flavors will change as the soup cools. Allow the soup to 
cool on counter top for about 30 minutes, and then move it to the refrigerator 
to chill. 

Makes about 8 cups, which can easily be frozen in 1-cup individual servings. 
Add Maldon finishing salt or other seasonings to taste, and garnish with parsley.
